French Left Makes Marked Progress 


The official communication given out by tne War Office this afternoon 
is as follows: ‘ 

In Belgium German troops coming from Antwerp are marching to. 
ward the west and the evening of Oct. 14 they reached the region of 
Bruges and Thielt (15 miles southeast of Bruges). 

First: On our left wing, the enemy has evacuated the left bank 
of the Lys. Between the Lys and the canal of La Bassee, the situation 
shows no change. 

In the region of Lens and between Arras and Albert, our progress 
has been marked. 

Retween the Somme and the Oise there has been no change. The 
Germans have cannonaded our line without, however, delivering any in- 
fantry attack. 

Second: On the center between the Oise and the Meuse we have ad- 
vanced in the direction of Craonne. 

Td he northeast of the highway of Berry-au-Bac to Rheims and to 
the north of Prunay in the direction of Beine several German trenches 
have been taken. 

Between the Meuse and the Moselle, after having repulsed during 
the night of Oct. 13-14 certain attacks to the southeast of Verdun, our

‘‘Third: On our right wing the partial offensive movement under- 
taken by the Germans in the Ban de Sapt, to the north of St. Die, has 
been definitely checked. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Rousset, the French military critic, in his article 
today, declares that the recent official communications are lacking im clear- 
ness, and that it is impossible to find in them any indication, even an abse- 
lutely harmless one, of the present military situation. Col. Rousset says he 
ealls attention to this fact without any thought of recrimination. He says 
the French people have given evidence-of dignity, firmness, wisdom and 


patriotism, and they should be taken more into the confidence of the Gov- 


ernment. In concluding his article, the critic points out several instamess 
in which, in his opinion, the official communications have been lacking. 

The official communication issued last night by the War Office said: 

‘‘The reports received tonight, which are in very general terms, indi- 
cate no important modification in the situation.’’

The German cavalry around Hazebrouck, France, which masked 6 
movement of the infantry, suffered a severe check before the battle of Ypres, 
The Germans were unable to operate freely in masses owing to the nature 
of the ground where they were virtually at the mercy of the allied infantry 
and artillery. 

Some lively street fighting occurred in Hazebrouck, on which place the 
Germans had made a daring raid, while at Arras the town hall was burned te 
the ground during a bombardment. 

The Germans experienced an unpleasant surprise at Roye from the 
French infantry and artillery, and after the French gunners bad battered 
them a German battalion and cavalry regiment surrendered.

Some Belgian Soldiers Among Arrivals From Ostend. 

The Kenilworth, one of the last four steamships to leave Ostend, arrived 
at Folkestone today, bringing 2000 refugees. Among them were some Belgian 
soldiers, and, as they were not wounded, the inference was that the Belgians 
considered the taking of Ostend by the Germans inevitable and so caused 
the removal of everyone who otherwise would be likely to be taken prisoner. 

The captain of the Kenilworth said he left Ostend at 8 p. m. yesterday. 
No Germans were then in evidence, but all regular communication across the 
channel to Ostend has now been stopped. Three other vessels Which sailed 
from Ostend with the Kenilworth have not yet arrived. 

Another small steamer reaching Folkestone today from Ostend by way 
of Calais reported that the residents of Calais were in almost as much of a 


panic as those of Ostend, apparently 
upon them.

New Attack 


Certain Unless Allies 
| Win Now, Expert Says 


on Paris

OUR weeks ago the allied army, 
E advancing after the victory of 
the Marne and _ temporarily 
halted along the Aisne, undertook to 
turn the Germans out of France 
by a drive by their left flarik—that 
is, by an attack on Von Kluck, who 
then held the German right. Viewed 
from the present evidence, this at- 
tempt seems to have failed, despite 
obvious and considerable advantages 
possessed by the allies at the out- 
set, and the consequences are now 
apparent in the prospect of a de- 
fensive campaign in Northwestern 
France. 

Viewed in the light of its possible 
consequences, this failure of the 
allies is the most discouraging thing, 
from their standpoint, which has 
happened since the victory at the 
Marne. Thus, when, about Sept. 20, 
the world first began to hear of the 
move against Von Kluck, the situa- 
tion of the Germans in France was 
wholly insecure; they had suffered 
‘a severe reverse, their troops were 
wearied by tremendous exertions, 
which had ended in a temporary 
check of considerable proportions, 
and behind their battle line was a 
Belgian army based upon a strong 
fortress, while their chief line of 
communication was thinly defended. 

For the allies, superior in numbers, 
heartened by their recent success, 
there were both the opportunity and 
the prospect of material advantage 
in sight. Having beaten down the 
German attempt to renew their ad- 
vance. to Paris, having checked the 
attack about Rheims and in the Ar- 
gonne, they were now in a position 
from which they could hardly be 
driven, and had immediately avail- 
able troops, not needed on the front 
and right to use cn their left. 

Flank Thrust Falls. 

But four weeks after the beginning 
of the great left flank thrust, it is 
no longer possible to doubt the fact 
that in the larger view, at least, they 
have failed. The Germans have not 
been driven back from the Cham- 
pagne hills to the frontier, to the 
Meuse and the foothills of the Ar- 
dennes. Every attack upon their lines 
of communication about St. Quentin, 
east of Douai, around Cambrai, has 
been repulsed. Instead of bending 
the right of the Germans back upon 
their center, the allies have been 
checked every time they made a new 
drive. So the Germans have steadily 
extended their line due north and 
perpendicular to their center and left, 
and now that it has touched Lille, it 
is far away from the main railways, 
which, after going north for some 
miles, turn east. 

For every army corps, the allies 
have been able, on shorter lines and 
presumably with larger resources, to 
bring up on the West, the Germans 
have been able to bring up German 
troops sufficient in numbers to hold 
back the allies’ flanking parties. At 
the same time, they have continued 
to throw out tremendous assaults 
from the older portions of their line, 
about Lassigny and Roye, along the 
Argonne, and even far off on the 
Woevre plateau they have driven a 
wedge through the Verdun-Toul bar- 
rier forts at St. Mihiel and to the 
eastern bank of the Meuse. 

But the failure of the allies has 
been more serious because, if they 
did not succeed in driving the Ger- 
mans from the Aisne within a fixed 
time, they were bound to lose certain 
great advantages possessed by them. 
These advantages, which they have 
now lost, are mainly comprehended 
in the fall of Antwerp, the exile of 
the Belgian army and the consequent 
freeing of German troops, hitherto 
occupied in Belgium, for use against 
the allied left. 

Will Reach Coast. 

Thus, already, we are beginning to 
note the steady drive west and south 
of the German troops now released 
at Antwerp. They are approaching 
Ostend, they have captured Ghent. 
They must presently arrive on the 
extreme left of the allied armies, 
which is now on the Franco-Belgian 
frontier. When they touch the sea- 
coast, as they undcubtedly will, then 
the last prospect of outflanking the 
Germans will varish, and the Ger- 
man line will rest on the sea and the 
German fortress sf Metz. 

All the troops the allies were able 
to concentrate in the West were not 

sufficient to break in on the German 


right. They were not able to keep 
the Germans out of Lille, out of the 
Northwestern tip of France. But 
now some thousands of fresh Ger- 
mans are released, and are coming 
steadily down to this area. 

Such numerical advantage as the 
allies have had and have been un- 
able to turn into victory, is thus 
about to disappear. 

It is conceivable that about Lille, 
Ypres and Arras, the allied left may 
now win a smashing victory in the 
open field against the German right. 
If it should, thé German line in 
France would again be in danger. 
But falling in this, the allies have 
to face the probability that tremen- 
dous ‘German efforts will be made 
to hammer the allied left down, 
drive it to the Somme, force it south 
of Amiens, and thus straighten the 
whole German line, from the channel 
to the Moselle. 

The first fruite of allied defeat in 
the present conflict on the Beigian 
frontier would be to deprive the 
French and British of the offensive. 
German intrenchments would quickly 
grow up, and the line of the Aisne 
would be extended to the channel. 
Once solidly. established here, Ger- 
many could await the time when vic- 
tory in Russia would relieve troops 
in numbers sufficient to strike again. 
Or she could retire slowly from Rus- 
sia and begin the old offensive drive 
against France more forcefully. 


In other words, with only a _-:last 
chance left to them in the new bat- 
tle, the allies are at the point of 
failing in the effort to recover the 
ground lost in August, to drive the 
Germans from their dangerous lodg- 
ment in Francé, 70 miles from Paris. 
After a whole month, after desperate 
fighting, and with chances re- 
sources which seemed at the outset 
impressive, the allied offensive has 
nearly come to a halt, and, viewed 
from its most promising angle, a 
winter campaign in France now 
threatens. _ Pas 

Once more it is necessary to pay 
tribute to the masterful fashion in 
which the Germans are making war. 
Their ability to get men to the de- 
cisive point, despite the handicaps of 
distance, of a smaller population than 
their enemies, of lessening resources, 
this remains beyond praise. After 
the complete check of the plan which 
their own general staff conceded was 
so vital to German success, they have 
managed to ward off a terrific 
counter blow. Recovering from their 
own losses in men and materfal, they 
are plainly on the point of taking up 
anew the dash to Paris. 

It would be foolish to suggest that 
the new drive has any presént prom- 
ise of being such an easy parade to 
Paris as was the first. It is easy to 
exaggerate the extent of Germany’s 
progress recently. In the main, she 
has only regained advantages pos- 
‘gessed before and lost, but the 
really striking thing, which affords 
new insight into the force of German 
military power, Is the fashion in 
which she has repelled a counter- 
offensive, leveled at her when she 
had been defeated, by superior 
forces, possessing most of the ad- 
vantages which any general staff 
would ask for, if they could fix the 
condition of conflict. 


Newfoundland Ready to Join 
Canada for Mutual Protection 


ST. JOHNS, Newfoundland, Oct. 15.— 
The possibility of a union of Newfound- 
land with Canada is receiving renewed 
attention from political leaders here, as 
a result of the Huropean war. Advo- 
cates of this idea point out the danger to 
this colony of a separate existence if 
misfortune should come to the allies in 
the present struggle, and they empha- 
size also the strategic advantage to 
Canada of the possession of Newfound- 
land at the mouth of the St. Lawrence 
River. Newfoundland has remained in- 
dependent of the Dominion of Canada, 
though several attempts at union have 
been made. 

In this connection, the possible fate of 
the French Island of Miquelon, south of 
Newfoundland, in the event of a Ger- 
man victory, is being considered, on ac- 
count of its suitability as a naval coal- 
ing station. 

Six years ago the German cruiser Pan- 
ther made a lengthy stay in St. Johns 
Harbor and her officers took many trips 
to the suburbs. They also went down 
the coast to the fishing settlement at 
St. Pierre, Miquelon. It is now believed 
they made extensive notes during their 
visit.

GERMANS. RESIST 
FIERCE ATTACKS 
N NORTH POLAND 


Russians’ Assaults on 
Trenches Around Wirbal- 
len, Near German Frontier 
in Suwalki, Fail, Berlin 
Announces — Germans 
Driven Back Along the 
Vistula. 


BERLIN, Oct. 15, by wireless to Say- 
ville, L. I1.—It was officially announced 
today that the battle to the east of 
Wirbalien, in Russian Poland (Province 
of Buwalki, near the German frontier) 
which has been raging since Oct. 4, con- 
tinues favorable to the Germans. Re- 
peated attempts of the Russians to 
storm the trenches have resulted in 
heavy losses. The Russian efforts to 
drive out the Germans by terrific artil- 
lery fire daily so far have failed. 

“The Austrian stronghold of Prze- 
mysl,”" the German official statement 
continues, “is now entierly freed of the 
Russian siege. 

“The Russians are reported to be in 
fortified positions along the line of Stry, 
Sambor and Meydka, which now are be- 
ing attacked by the Austrians. This line 
is supposed to keep in check the direct 
Austrian advance from Przemysi toward 
Lembersg.”’ 


Rome Hears Russians Won Big Vic- 
ory Near Warsaw. 
LONDON, Oct. 15.—A dispatch from 


Petrograd to the Messagero of Rome 
says the Austro-Hungarian army yéster- 
day was completely defeated in the 
neighborhood of Warsaw, Russian Po- 
land. The Austtians and Germans suf- 
fered enormous losses. The Rwtssjans 
are stated to have taken thousands of 
prisoners. 

German Advanee Requires Russia to 

Sacrifice Frutts of Victory. 

LONDON, Oct. %.—Russia seems to 
have been compelled to follow the steps 
of her enemy in the West and sacrifice 
the fruits of her victories by sending re- 
inforcements to another part of the 
long battle front. The resumption of 
the Austro-German offensive in Galicia 
was an outcome of the action of Russia 
in sending heavy reinforcements to the 
river Niemen, evidently under the im- 
pression that German invasion of the 
Suwalki district was a real menace and 
not merely a diverting movement. 

The withdrawal of Russian forces 
from Western Galicia, however, is re- 
garded hete to be not as complete as 
first reported, for Vienna admits that 
Przemys! is still invested on one side, 
while Petrograd reports that the garri- 
son of this fortress has been invaded by 
disease and is on the point of capitula- 
tion. Other dispatches from the Rus- 
Sian capital refer to activity along the 
Vistula River, where several attacks aro 
said to have been repulsed, and declare 
that the great battle probably is now 
under way unless the Austro-German 
advance has been hampered by bad 
weather. 

Vienna made the claim yesterday that 
the Russians had evacuated Lemberg, 
while the Russians denied a similar re- 
port that they had given up the siege 
of Przemys!. It would not surprise 
military men if the Russians withdrew 
from Galicia to concentrate all their 
forces for the supreme struggle, which, 
with the advance of the Austro-German 
armies into Poland, is now upon them 
along the Vistula River from south of 
Warsaw to their southern boundary. 

Nothing has come through concerning 
the battle on the East Prussian fron- 
tier, but the activity of the German 
fleet in the Baltic and Gulf of Finland 
may presage the arrival of German re- 
inforcéments, which, according to re- 
ports some days ago, were being em- 
barked at German Baltic ports. 

Reuter’s Telegram Co. has ieceived 
from Amsterdam the following official 
statement issued in Vienna at noon 
Wednesday: 

“The general staff says that the Rus- 
sians have occupied fortified positigns 
on the line of Stry, Sambor and Midyra 
in Galicia. The Austrians are now at- 
tacking the positions. 

“In the Carpathians the Austrians oc- 
ecupied Toronya after four days of fight- 
ing and pursued the enemy in the di- 
rection of Wyskow. Smalier successfit! 
skirmishes haye taken place in Visso 
Valley.” 


Nish Amnmounces Austrians Were Re- 
pulsed in Two Engagements. 
LONDON, Oct. 15.—The following Ser- 
vian statement, given out in Nish, has 
been received by the Reuter Telegram 

Co.: 

“On Sunday night the enemy attempt- 
ed two attacks on the extreme right 
wing of the front between Svornik (Bos- 
nia) and Losnitsza (Servia). The at- 
tacks were repulsed with heavy losges 
to the Austrians. 

“On Monday morning they attempted 
to attack the Serviang twice on the left 
bank of the Save River, but were re- 
pulsed on each occasion with great loss.

LAST OF 33,000 
CANADIAN TROOPS 
REACH PLYMOUTH 


Great Crowds Cheer Mén on 
Transports, Who Respond 
Heartily. 


PLYMOUTH, Via London, Oct. 15.—To 
Plymouth has fallen the honor of wel- 
coming the last of the Canadian volun- 
teer contingent of 33,000 men for Great 
Britain’s expeditionary force. Great 
crowds yesterday hurried to all points 
overlooking Plymouth Sound and greet- 
ed the men swarming the decks of the 
transports with enthusiastic cheers, to 
which the Canadians heartily responded. 

The last of the transports arrived at 
8 o'clock at night. Only a few of the 
Canadian soldiers have been landed. 


33,000 Troops Left Canada Oct, 2; 
Britain Aceepts Second Offer. 
OTTAWA, Ontario, Oct. 15.—Announce- 
ment that the fleet of 32 transports, car- 
rying the Canadian expeditionary force 
of 33,000, reached England yesterday ani 
are disembarking the troops at Plym- 
outh, has been cabled to Premier Sir 
Robert Borden by George E. Peerley, a 
member of the administration now in 
Great Britain. The flotilla left Canada 

under convoy Oct. 2. 

The selection of Plymouth as the place 
of disembarkation is taken as an indica- 
tion that the Canadians will be en- 
camped on Salisbury plain. 

Arrival in English waters on Oct. 8 of 
the vanguard of the fleet carrying the 
Canadian contingent aboard was report- 
ed in cable messages on that date. 

Canada’s offer of a second expedition- 

ary force of 22,000 men has been respond- 
ed to with a cabled message of thanks 
from the British Government. The mes- 
sage stated that as soon as the first 
Canadian expeditionary force had been 
inspected in England by British army 
officers Canada would be advised as to 
the details for the organization of the 
second Canadian contingent. 
It is expected these instructions will 
indicate the proportion of foot, horse and 
artillery, the character of equipment 
and whether the force should be trained 
in Canada for some time or dispatched 
as soon as enlisted for training in En- 
gland.

PETROGRAD, Oct. 15.—The general 
staff of Kiev has given out a state- 
ment alleging that dumdum bullets are 
being used by Austrian troops. Eight 
cases of these bullets have been found 
in the theater of war. 

According to advices received here, 
large numbers of Rumanian deserters 
are presenting themselves before the | 
Rumanian Consul at Odessa and de- 
manding that they be sent home. 

The Governor-General of Warsaw has 
given out an appeal to the people, urg- 
ing them not to become alarmed con- 
cerning the progress of the campaign in 
Russian Poland.

TERRORIZED POPULATION 


CROWD OSTEND DOCKS AND — 


AWAIT A CHANCE TO FLEE ¢ , 


Sleepless, Hungry Thousands Panic Stricken at,- : 


Taube’s Appearance in Sky— Doctors Kept 


Busy With Hysterical Women. 


By Associated Press. 


OSTEND, Oct. 14, via London, Oct. 15. 
—Ostend’s fate hangs fn the balance. 
The Government has left; King Albert 
and the main military quarters ieft 
Tuesday and 66,000 panic-stricken peo- 
ple await the action of the Germans who 
are known tg have a strong force within 
20 miles of the city. The inhzebitants are 
fleeing as fast as ships can te provided 
to carry them to England. Hospitals 
were emptied today and the docks were 
lined with injured soldiers. Hundreds 
were carried on litters, while those less 
severely wounded hobbled on canes and 
crutches, supported by Red Cross nurses, 
doctors, nuns and priests. 

The wounded were given preference on 
the transports provided fur the be-| 
leaguered city, while 26,000 struggling 
people were massed upon the docks and 
terminals attempting to find places on 
the refuge ships. A German Taube flew 
over the harbor and struck terror to 
those below, many of whom. had come 
from Antwerp and who feared the air- 
ships might drop bombs on the docks 
and on the great glass sheds which cov- 
er the railway and steamer terminal. 

Belgians Fire on Aeroplane. 

The Belgians guarding the docks 
opened fire on the aeroplane and contin- 
ued the fusillade 10 minutes. This cre- 
ated still greater consternation among 
the thousands of women and children, 
many of whom had sat for three days on 
the cement floor of the great terminal 
sheds, their nerves at the breaking 
point. 

Escape is cut off from all sides by 
land, and thousands were stil! gathere:! 
miserably on the docks when the last 
relief ship left late this afternoon. N»> 
steamers leave Ostend at night, be- 
cause of danger from mines, Still the 
crowds wait on the piers awaiting the 
dawn and more ships. Even the refu- 
gees who managed to find deck space 
on the crowded transports were not re- 
lieved of the terrible strain under which 
they have been laboring, for the watch- 
ful Taube flew over the steamers, ob- 
serving their movements as they sailed 
out of the harbor. 

The aeroplane did not drop bombs. 
however, as one had on previous days 
when both civil and military hospitals 
were so narrowly missed by exploding 
shells that the Belgians charged that 
the Germans were aiming at the hospt- 
tals. : 

The last 12 hours were a nightmare t"% 
the residents of Ostend, and the thou- 
sands of refugees fleeing before the 
German invasion. Wounded soldiers 
were brought here by the score from 
Ghent. It is reported that they were 
engaged Monday near Ghent In a se- 
rious battle with the Germans. Th+ 
allies are said to have had a small force 
against a large German force, and were 
obliged to withdraw toward the west. 
Consequently there is virtually no ob- 
stacle to the German advance on Os- 
tend. 

Firing Heard at Ostend, 

Firing in the direction of Ghent was 
heard plainly in Ostend Manday and 
Tuesday. The terrified refugees who 
were at the siege of Antwerp blanched 
as they listened to the bombardment 
and increesed the fear among the resi- 
dents of Ostend by describing the hor- 
rors attending the fall of that fortress. 

Most of the business houses in Ostend 
closed yesterday and professional men, 
merchants and hotel keepers joined the 
throng that dared not leave the water 
front for fear of losing places in the 
ever-growing line of men, women and 
children clamoring for a chance to ¢s- 
cape. 

All taxicabs and cab horses in Ostend 
wére taken by the army long ago, 30 
there was little means of transporta- 
tion. The tram cars were comman- 
deered by the hospitals and civilians 
had little chance to ride. The hotels 
near the quay which remained open 
were crowded with refugees who had 
money and who begged for the oppor- 
tunity to rent even a chair. 

Tuesday night brought insistent re- 
ports that the Germans would enter 
Ostend on Wednesday at dawn, with 
the result that few persons in the city 
slept. Before daybreak every street of 
Ostend was alive with welgians making 
their way to the water front. Hundreds‘ 
of fishermen took their families and 
friends away in thelr small boats, 
which sailed out of the shipping basin 
in a steady stream loaded down with 
frenzied women and children carrying 
their personal effects wrapped in table- 
cloths and blankets. 

The failure of the Germans to arrive 
at daybreak afforded only a slight re- 
lief to the anxious crowds. Rumors 
were current that German cavalry was 
lees than DB miles away and the ap- 
pearance of the Taube ith the sky was 
taken as an indication that the Ger- 
mans were perfecting their plan for en- 
tering the city. 

Practically no government of eny sort 


King Albert and military headquarters 
left only the civil guard and polige- 
men, who are attempting to voreserve 
order, but there is lack of direction, as 
the Burgomaster, head of the municipal 
government, also has departed. 

The crowds massa about the gangways 
of the vessels, making the work of em- 
barking the refugees more difficult. 
Women and children are trampled in 
the stampede, as of frightened animals 
at every rumor. Bundles of clothes, 
trunks and bags are stacked everywhere 
in confusion, preventing the free miéve- 
ments of the crowds. 

“Women and children first,” is the 
announcement the ship officers make in 
Flemish and French as the gangways 
are lowered. This rule has been en- 
forced for several days, but with the 
greatest effort; women cling fo their 
husbands and other male relatives, de- 
fiantly blocking the gangways. AR at- 
tempts to persuade the refugees to drop 
their bundles ana hasten aboard the 
boats are unavailing. “It is all we 
have,” waé the pitiful reply of an ‘aged . 
and infirm women, staggering urder 
heavy luggage.

“Government Shows Sense.” 
“On my way I shall visit France and 


the army now fighting there. As to the 
Italian Ministers, I think we should 
have full confidence in those who de- 
clared our neutrality at the beginning 
of the war. We in Italy are too prone 
to criticise the Government when things 
go a bit wrong. The Government has 
given proof of good sense. I think they 
will go on doing so.”’

Children Go to School, Nursemaids Sit in Parks, 
Restaurants Are Full, French and Russian 
Dishes Served but Under German Names— 


Factories at Work. 


An American woman in Berlin has written to the Post-Dispatch 


this letter describing everyday life 
time. 

BERLIN, Sept. 23.—We are still eating 
Russian caviar and drinking French 
wines in Berlin. The bill of fare in the 
restaurants is as ever, although the card 
is now called a speiskarte instead of 
a menu. All the English and French 
words have ‘been expunged. If one goes 
abroad early in the morning one sees 
shopskeepers busily removing the signs 
which used to tell the passersby in 
French that hair was frizzed inside or 
that English goods were sold. In some 
places where the task required too much 
effort to be accomplished quickly the 
hateful words have been covered with) 
tarpaulins just ™ furniture when the 
whitewash man doés the ceilings. 

But the eating is as good as ever. 
The best restaurants are always full 
and nothing is scratched off because 
there is no more. One of my favorite 
restaurants here is feeding free of cost 
as many as 5000 soldiers daily. They 
have not as yet been required to feed 
so many, but they are prepared to do 8o. 
They give the men an excellent meal, 
with wine and cigars and coffee. This 
is a wine house, and the wine card 
describes each wine in most endegring 
terms. 


“America” Made in Germany?f 
Sunday is as ever the great day for 


having a good time in Germany. I Was 
awakened early last Sunday morning by 
the beat of soldiers’ feet and the drum 
and fife corps playing’ the tune which 
is called “America” at home, “God 
Save the King’ in England, and “Heil, | 
dir im Stlegeskranz’ here. Like many 
other things which we use in America, 
this tune too seems to have been made 
in Germany. I ran to the window and 
looked down; they were evidently ar- 
riving, because they were not in full 
field rig. Later in the day I saw the 
same men (recognizable by the officer's 
horse) marching back the way they 
had come, but now they were carrying 
knapsack, canteen, blanket rol] and am- 
munition. “~~ 

Our. landlady told me that last week 
a million fresh troops entered the field. 

In the afternoon we went for a stroll 
in Unter den Linden. It was so crowded 
that niounted policemen were required 
to push the people back. They were 
waiting to see Prince Joachim pass. He 
was wounded in battle and is here re- 
covering and be had driven out and 
the people wished to see him return. 
Joachim is the Bmperor’s youngest son. 

All Germany ts enthusiastic over the

are all fighting. The Crown Prince has 
endeared himself by his one remark in 
the war parleys: “‘Well, let’s go on.” 
That is all he ever says. 

Prince Ejitel, the second son, has ever 
been the favorite with the German 
people. He is always smiling and is the 
most lusty. He ran ahead of his com- 
mand, beating a drum in one of the first 
big battles, and the drum was-hit by a 
bullet. 

Many members of the most aristocratic 
families have already fallen. Among 
, them a dashing hussar whom we met 
in Guatemala. The nephew of Von der 
Goltz, the German Military Governor of 
Belgium, has fallen. He was on Gen. 
Villa’s staff in the battle of Torreon. 

Opera here begins at 7:3. The bill 
for Sunday night was “The Daughter 
of the Regiment,” with Frieda Hempel 
in the title role. The opera house was 
full—all but the Emperor’s box. The 
orchestra leader is the great Richard 
Strauss, and the stage scenery, in fact, 
all the appointments of this Royal Opera 
House, are upon a royal scale. 

In the intermission everyone goes into 
the foyer to circle around and meet 
friends, see the fashions. and partake of 
light refreshments. 

I let the ledies pass, because New 
York is accustomed to. good “Gressing, 
and confine myself to one fashion note.

When he walked the user end 
flapped around like Mexican chapareras. 
Where the fashion came from I couldn't 
find out, but it isn’t common in Berlin.

Germans Show Their Feelings. 

I like the honest way the Germans 
show their feelings. I know right away 
what they think of me or of anybody. 
They do not attempt deception, but they 
are warm-hearted, loyal, loving and pa-

tions. So often the private soldier is 
a member of the nobility or a commercial 
Baron. We met one of the owners of 
the finest hotel in Germany on his way 
to join the colors. He was a private, 
but he assured us with enthusiasm that 
he could shoot. 

The Government has prepared paper 
boxes for transporting small articles to 
the soldiers in the’ field. They have 
printed labels on the top with blanks to 
be filled in. All one has to know is the 
name of the regiment and company. 
They go free under a certain weight, 
and there is always a constant stream 
of women‘in the postoffices having boxes 
cf raisins, chocolate, tobacco, socks, in 
fact all sorts of things, weighed. 

Women Do Husband's Work. 

I am told that the women who are 
now serving as street car conductors. 
street sweepers and cab drivers are the 
wives of the men who had those _posi- 
tions, but are now in the war. The 
women street car conductors look Very 
smart in cap and blouse. 

It was my Intention to describe last 
Sunday in Berlin, as I thought that 
would give a better idea of the actuai 
condition of this capital, but so many 
things crowd in that seem for the mo- 
ment interesting. 

I do think, though, that the fact that 
Rerlin seetns normal is news. Of course 
buginess is dead. but the life of the 
ped. fe is not affected by it. The chil- 
crem gre all: going to school, playing 
scold eating regularly, and nursemaids 
are in the parks as of yore. The 
cafes are crowded. One does not hear 
of suffering at all. 

The Red Cross serves meals for 
rfefinnigs (2% cents) a meal to those 
who have need, and the relief work, like 
everything else in Germany, is perfectly 
organized. 

Germany understands the importance 
of conserving human life and the insti- 
tutions where the children of parents 
unable to care for them are reared are 
splendid and in pleasant places. I 
haven't been introduced to the method 
of caring for these orphans, but I Lave 
seen many of them playing in the mu- 
nicipal forests, and they look exceed- 
ingly healthy and lusty. 

I do not wish to give the Impression 
that the people of Berlin are enjoying 
a Nero stunt of singing while their 
cpuntry is in flames, but to give the 
true aspect, which is that they are so

Since 1066 Only Sporadic Raids Have Been Made.

Julius Caesar, a Roman General cam- 
paigning in Gaul, half a century before 
the birth of Christ, found it necessary 
to cross the channel with an army, 
and chastise the Britons, inhabitants of 
what is today England.

The Roman Govern- 
ment never definitely abandoned Brit- 
ain, but in the midst of the wild dis- 
orders which overtook the empire dur- 
ing the first quarter of the fifth cen- 
tury A. D., it left the island province 


under lecal autonomy until such time 


as the central government could again 
exercise control—and that day never 
dawned. ' 

Britain was next invaded and con- 
quered by the Angies and Saxons, Ger- 


manic tribes from the continent. 
Henghist entered the island some time 
between 44 and 40 A. D. He came 
with three small ships, on a kind of 
coast-raiding expedition. He brought 
his daughter with him. Vortigern, the 
chief ruler of the region in which 
Henghist landed, married the Teutonic 
maiden, and thus Henghist acquired 
a vested interest in the country whicn 
was the forerunner of the Germanic 
conquest. As a modern English writer 
says: “The marriage was certainly the 
beginning of woes for Britain.” Hengh- 
ist brought over many fighting men, 
and they began the conquest of Roman 
Britain, which was to rechristen the 
island and control it for six centuries. 
The Angles came over en masse. 
“It was a great national migration,” 
gays the author of ‘England Invaded,” 
‘and undoubtedly one of the most re- 
markable in histery. The emigrants 
coulgd not march by land, in great 
masses, which could bear down resist- 
ance by sheer weight of numbers and 
cou They had to transfer them- 
selves over hundreds of miles of sea 
in more or les frail open craft, at the 
mercy of every gale; yet in the 
course of a century the name of 
Angle had vanished from the conti- 
‘nent, and become peculiar to Britain. 
Possibly a remnant of the people re- 
mained behind; to this day a district 
the name of 
Angeln. 
. Imvaders Were Germans, 
“Bede says the invaders came from 
three nations of Germany, the Angles, 
Saxons and Jutes. This appears to be 
eo far true in that these three peo- 
ples took part in the migration; but 
while practically the entire English 
nation came, they were accompanied 
by only a few Saxons and a portion 
of the Jutes. It is very probable, also, 


z that fragmenté of nearly all the Teu- 


tonic tribes on the continent were in 
the invading hosts. The invaders 
were no mere barbarians. At any rate, 
the English brought with them a 
highly organized social system, and 
judging merely from recorded facts, 


they were, as a nation, possessed of |, 


many of the elements of civilization. 

“Por a time the tide of conquest 
and occupation was checked by. the 
series of brilliant victories gained by 
Ambrosius and Arthur, but the civil 
brofls of the Britons prevented any 
permanent success over the continu- 
ally multiplying enemy; and with the 
efvent of two really great leaders 
on the side of the invaders, the older 
inhabitants found themselves hope- 
lessly penned up in the barren re- 
gions of the West. Thenceforth Brit- 
ain was Britain no longer, but Angle- 
land—-Pnglend.” | 

From 86 to 733 A. D. England was 
practically untroubled by foreign in- 
vasion. There was, as there had been 
since before Caesar's coming, frequent 
piratical descents upon the coasts by 
small groups of sea rovers, but nothing 
on a large stale. 

Alfred Founds Navy. 

The Viking raids, precursors of the 
Danish conquest, began late in the 
eighth century. The Northmen sacked

“That obscure sea skirmish,” says a 
modern commentator, “has a hallowed 
interest, for it was the first victory of 
the world-conquering British navy.” 

Alfred the Great finally triumphed 
over the Danes and drove them out of 
Fnglish territory—the lower half of the 
isiland—into the upper eastern portion. 
When he died he left England—the un- 
conquered lower half of the itsland— 
welded into something very like a na- 


| 


William of Normandy, ruling across the 
channel in Northern France, had Aed- 
ward's promise that at his death he 
would bequeath the crown to William. 
Instead, Aedward, dying, left the king- 
dom in Harold's hands, and the Norman 
conquest followed, in 1066. ’ 

Since 1066 there has been no success- 
ful invasion of England. There have 
been sporadic raids, and on two occa- 
sions considerable bodies of foreign 
troops have landed and remained for 
some time, but in each of these in- 
stances the invaders had the support 
of a large part of the English nobles. 
Louis, heir apparent of France, brought 
an army over in 1216, being solicited by 
Barons in revolt against King John. 
His stay was rief. His wife sent 

a large fleet bearing an army to relieve 
him, and its defeat and destruction, by 
an English fleet under Hubert de 
Burgh, was the first great sea fight won 
by England. 

Thenceforward until the last quarter 
of the sixteenth century England was 
not seriously menaced from. the sea. 
Spain’s Armada in 1588 was smashed 
by the valor of England’s seamen and 
the storms which beset it. 

Under . Cromwell, England’s navy 
achieved undisputed command of the 
seas. Under Charlies II, De Ruyter, 
with the navy of the Dutch republic 
smashed the English navy and entered 
English harbors to batter down English 
forts and seize English ships .aban- 
doned by English sailors, who refused 
to fight for a monarch who allowed 
them to be misused and robbed by offi- 
cial grafters. 

“Charles,”’ says the author of “En- 
gland Invaded,” “left the realm. the 
vassal of France, the national escutch- 
eon bearing a stain that has never been 
forgotten, and the once invincible navy 
reduced to a mass of rotting hulks that 
could not venture out of port.” 

Irish Opposed Dutch. 

/William of Orange, in 1688, a century 
after the Armada, entered England from 
Holland with an army of 14,000 men, wel- 
comed by a people reduced to disgust 
and despair by the follies of the Stuart 
Kings, and assumed the throne almost 
without having to strike a blow. It 
may be worth recording that the only 
persons who challenged the Dutch ad- 
vance was Col. Patrick Sarsfield, with 
an Irish regiment. 

There were French raids, in England 
and Ireland, between 1690 and 1797, which 
came to nothing. 

Engiand’s last great fright, until the 
German menace in 1914 was in 1804, when 
Napoleon’s supposed plan of invasion 
Was under discussion. But Napoleon 
never landed a single company on the 
shores of England. For this reason: 
“The British navy was nearly twice as 


strong in numbers as those of the al-. 


lies together, and enormously superior in 
quality. The allied force was, further- 
more, scattered in fragments in a dozen 
ports, from Toulon to the Texel, closely 
blockaded by superior British squad- 
rons." 5

BERLIN, Sept. 22.—Arthur von Gwin- 


ner, one of the ablest and best known 
financiers of Europe, has written a re- 
pert of Germany's political economy 
during the present war. 

“It was a happy occurrence,’’ writes 
Mr. von Gwinner, “that the present war 
surprised us during a period of restful 
economic development. A new juncture 
of affairs had followed the general and 
domestic crisis of 1997. Signs were al- 
ready noticeable in 1912 that there soon 
would be an end to the rising condi- 
tions: the reaction set in some time in 
1913, and in 1914 we found ourselves, just 
as we did six years ago, in a condition 
of domestic stillstand.

at home as well as abroad. Even in 
July money for August was offered at 
3 per cent, and the greatest part of the 
stock exchange transactions were close« 
under such conditions and even lower 
which in German affairs is regarded as 
extremely low. It was during these 
times of stagnated domestic and econo- 
mic transactions, and while capital was 
being gathered, that the great interna- 
tional war fell upon us. If the war had 
surprised Germany two or three years 
souner tnen the economic damage and 
rupture would have been all the greater 
Hit England Harder. 

“The wave of conjuncture had risen 
more slowly in England and had not 
become recurrent in the same manner 
as in Germany. We were therefore able 
t» observe that the shock had hit En- 
land’s commerce much harder than it 
ever hit Germany’s. The small but 
pewerful clique which, during the past 
1s years, through the use of political 
end Government influefice in London as 
well as through a systematic press ar- 
rangement abroad, had been able to de- 
neunce Germany, blacken it, and 
which forced England without warn- 
ing to declare war against Germany, 
may not have considered the great dam- 
age it would bring to England’s politl- 
cal economy. 

“Within a few days the Bank of En- 
gland was compelled to double its dis- 
count to 10 per cent; in Berlin this did 
not exceed 6 per cent; the notes of the 
Bank of England lost, temporarily, 
their recognition; the great majority of 
the great London discount firms are 
even today unable to meet their pay- 
ments. While in Germany the many 
stock exchange transactions could eas- 
ily be wound up without much trouble, 
the liquidation of the London Stock Ex- 
change firms has not even been regu- 
lated today. The maximum of unsettled 
business on the London Stock Exchange 
is calculated, by the city newspapers, 
to amount to more than three milliaras 
of marks ($750,000,000). In order to keep 
the very much upset machine of the 
British money market in running order, 
it became necessary to order a general 
moratorium in England, just as it had 
become necessary to do in France, Rus- 
sia and numerous other European and 
oversea countries; only Germany pays 
and it keeps on paying. In London the 
Government even saw itself compelled 
to guarantee all discount checks of the 
Bank of England. 

Shock Welfare of British. 

‘‘Thenc law-breakers who succeeded in 
driving England to make war upon 
Germany,” he added, ‘‘may_ realize 
that although they injured Germany's 
political economy most’ severely and in- 
terrupted her world’s commerce, they 
shook England’s welfare and _ world 
commerce much harder, and especially 
since Britain’s political economy de- 
pends to a much larger extent upon its 
exchange of goods with foreign coun- 
tries than does Germany’s 

“Of Germany's productions the fourth 
or fifth part goes to outside countries; 
for England the conditions are exactly 
the reverse. 

“German political economy depends 
in the first place upon its own market. 
The German soil produces enough 
bread and meat for the support of her 
reople. We have been fortunate 
enough to have had very good cropr 
this year as a rule, just before the 
war came upon us. Thanks to our good 
forest culture. Germany need never be 
ix fear of a bad harvest year. We 
produce in our country more than nine- 
tenths of our bread. Whatever we may 
be short of can easily be secured from 
neutral and friendly countries. But at 
th: same time we can get along without 
any assistance from outside sources. 


Germany at Work on Difficulties. 
‘we eat, counting each head, nearly 


as much meat in Germany as they do in 
England. We don’t have to starve, 
therefore, should a smaller crop be 
gathered next year, even if the impor- 
tation of foodstuffs should be stopped 
er.tirely. The entire country is at work 
t. overcome all difficulties which may 
come over us during these hard times. 
Tt is true that in times of peace we im- 
port large quantities of certain food- 
stuffs. But closer inspection shows that 
we do not need and can do without 
tl:ese articles of luxury. 

‘On the other nand England cannot 
live six weeks without the aid of out- 
side resources. Her former wheat fielda 
have been transformed mostly into 
hunting grounds and open fields: her 
pcepulation has lone ago grown so larg3 
that they could not be supported from 
her own soil. Therefore England suf- 
fers much more because of the interrup- 
tion of the world commerce than we do 
Germany under exireme conditions, mav 
yield its world commerce, but England 
can never do that. 

‘‘All Europe is a battlefield, and the 
over-sea countries, with the exeeptior 
o* the United States, have been draggecd 
down so much through the crisis of al! 
Furopean markets that they are todav 
of little value as merchants who are 
ready to pay for their goods. 

“In the Swiss newspapers vou read 
that they are looking for color chem- 
ists because there !s a scarcity of Ger- 
man aniline colors, which supply the 
market of the world, including the 
United States. Agriculture in many 
countries, especially to the TI'nited 
States, will suffer greatly because of the 
non-importation of fertilizers. 

Germany WHtll Do Without. 

“We will be able to use our turnips 
and our raw sugar as food for both 
men and animals, and in that way do 
without the Fnelish jam and cakes. 
whose importation depends entirely 
upon the cheap German sugar. We can 
also do without English coal: we have 
had for generations more coal and more 
iron in our sofl than the English. We 
ean also do without the English fine 
twine and the beautiful English cloth: 
our industry will, on the other hand, not 
negtect to use the opportunity thus of- 
fered to look after the supply of our 
more than 67,000,000 people. Our ship- 
yards will be glad to experience the,

DISCHARGED MAN’S STORY 
FOR CIRCUIT ATTORNEY 


Copy of Testimony by Railroad 
Employe Who Was Election 
Judge Goes to Prosecutor. 
Circuit Attorney Harvey will be fur- 
nished with a copy of testimony given 
before the Boar@ of Election Commis- 
sioners this morning by Joseph Muir of 
2927 Chouteau avenue, who alleges he 
was discharged as an oiler at the round- 
house of the Missouri Pacific Railroad, 
8001 Chouteau avenue, after he had 
served one day as a Republican judge 
of election and two days as a canvass- 

ing clerk, 

On Sept. 16 Muir saiffi he told his fore- 
man, K. C. Burns, that he had been 
selected to Work the next day at the 
Fourth Precinct of the Sixteenth Ward 
during the registration. He testified 
Burns told him he could not work for 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad and the 
Election Board. 

The next day, Muir "sald, one of the 
election clerks became ill and he was 
compelled to fill his place. When he re- 
turned to his work three days later, he 
said, he was notified of his discharge. 

Burns, who was summoned before the 
board, testified he discharged Muir on 
orders from E. O. May, storekeeper at 
the roundhouse, and his superior. May, 
who was also cited, said Muir was dis- 
charged for neglect of duty and not be- 
cause of the work he did for the Elec- 
tion Board. It is against the State 


statutes for an employer to discharge 
an employe who serves as an election 
judge cr clerk. 


LEO M. FRANK IS AGAIN 
DENIED A NEW TRIAL 


Convicted Slayer of Factory Gir] 
Still Has Appeal to Set Aside 
Verdict Pending. 
ATLANTA, Ga. Oct. 15—Leo M. 
Frank, under sentence of death for the 
murder here in April, 1913, of Mary Pha- 
gan, an employe of the pencil factory o 
which Frank was superintendent, yester- 
day was denied a new trial by the 
Georgia Supreme Court. The Court held 
that Frank’s showing of newly discov-

Studies After 10 Hours’ Work. 

Up in the fifth grade is a middle-aged 
Sicilian, with a red bandanna about his 
neck. Ten hours a day he works as a 
laborer. But’ on Monday, Wednesday 
and Thursday nights he is in school 
from 7 until 9 o'clock, studying. His En- 
glish is poor—he knows little about ge- 
ography, and cares. less—but he has a 
natural aptitude tor mathematics, And 

‘‘there’s a reason.’ 

He works with a gang of Sicilians, and 
his boss has found that the American 
foreman does not understand the men 
under him. He notices that. Diego is 
popular. He has told the latter to go 
to night school, to study arithmetic, to 
learn, and some day soon he will be the 
foreman. Then Diego will be a big man 
—and will make more than a dollar and 
a half a day. 

Upstairs in a higher grade his ear- 
ringed Maughter, Francesca, is advanc- 
ing rapidly. She says she will be a 
teacher some day—and that is one of 
the highest social positions that she can 
aspire to in her little world. 

Isodorich from Petrograd—who saw 
the Statue of Liberty for the first time 
one year ago, works as a tailor in the 
Ghetto. He is skillful at his trade, and 
with inborn shrewdness already has 
realized, that when he becomes more 
polished and educated, that he can open 
a little shop of his own.in the big busi- 
ness center of St. Louis. Then the 
great men who occasionally pass his 
shop in their high-powered automobiles 
will patronize him, for he is a good 
tailor. 

So he is studying at night. He ap- 
pears in his Suygday best, with a big 
gold watch chat across his waistcoat. 
He is learning to speak English abso- 
lutely correct, and before his classes are 


‘called he can be seen in the corridor 


with his English grammar, going over 
and over again the pronounciation of 
the more difficult words. 

Down in the basement boys are busily 
at work at setting type, working in the 
carpenter shop and learning mechanica! 
drawing. In the latter class there are 
any number who intend to be the archi- 
tects and engineers of future St. Louis. 
These are the lads who on Sunday, 
maybe, look dreamingly at the Eads 
Bridge, or the new Cathedral, and im- 
agine that some day they will design 
structures just as great, just as beau- 
tiful. 

Learning Domestic Arts. 
Across the hallway the girls are learn- 
ing to sew, to do fancy stitches, and 
make pretty, fluffy things which every 
feminine heart loves. When they finish 
their course they will be competent to 
make their own simple trousseaux, or 
maybe, in a big modiste’s shop, help de- 
sign those of the belles of the faraway 
“West End.” 

But the greatest interest of all cen- 
ters in the cooking school. The pupils 
have been taught that “cleanliness is 
next to Godliness,” and attired in neat 
white aprons and with natty caps stuck 
jauntily on their heads, they are learn- 
ing the first lesson in catching the 
American man—feed the brute! 

The class was filled Monday, opening 
night. And last night it was overflow- 
ing. Halt a dozen girls, who came too 
late to get a seat at the néat gas ranges, 
stood around, begging to be given a 
chance at cooking. Tife rest were busily 
at work learning the secrets of the dou- 
ble boiler—how to cook rice without 
scorching, and how to make biscuits 
that are light and airy. 

As Supt. H. E. Drayer made his rounds 
of the classrooms all glanced at him 
admiringly. In the corridors he called 
by name those who were there last 
year. 

He is the “big man” to them. Many 
have confided in him their youthful 
dreams, their hopes, their ambitions. 
And he has gained their love by listen- 
ing patiently and sympathizing. 

And as for the war in Europe, who 
cares? Russ and Serb and Sicilian, 
Polack and Hun and Greek—but “United 
States Americans” all—are sitting side 
by side, “learning things.”” Let the 
Kings and Emperors fling their stand- 
ards to the breezes and fight their own 
battles; they care not. Does not the 
Constitution of the United States say

FOR ARSON GANG 


Abraham N. Fryer, Owner of 
Several Stores, Arrested at In- 
stance of U. S. Authorities. 


The arrest last night of Abraham iV. 
Fryer, owner of a chain of merchandise 
stores in Illinois and Iowa is another 
step in the Government's efforts to run 
down an alleged arson gang, the head- 
quarters and leader of which are be- 
Heved to be in this city. Fryer was 
taken by detectives when he stepped 
from a Wabash train at Rosedale Sta- 
tion. He had just come from Kansas 
City. The technical charge against him 
is carrying explosives on an interstate 
passenger train. , . 
On the morning of Feb. 10, Fryer, car- 
rying two large grips, alighted from a 
St. Louis train at Neosho, Mo. He 
was trailed by a detective of a St. Louis 
agency to the millinery store of Miss 
Cordelia Ward, where he deposited the 
grips behind a counter. After he left 
the store the grips were examined and 
found to contain gasoline. Fryer was 
arrested on a charge of attempted ar- 
son. 

Miss Ward told the authorities her 
business had been slack and that a 
man, believed to be the leader of an 


Fryer was released on bond and was 
lost track ofiby the detectives, He ap- 
peared at Neosho, July 22, pleaded guilty 
and was fined $0 and costs. 

A°tew days later Fryer was picked up 
in St. Louis, and in order to hold him 
for the Neosho authorities, it not being 
known here his case there had been 
disposed of, the police had an informa- 
tion charging him with participating in 
a conspiracy issued. He was released 
on a bond signed by a Meyer Holtsman 
and accepted by Judge Clark in the 
Court of Criminal Correction. He jumped 
the bond and. the genuineness of that 
document has since been under investi- 
gation °

was headed for St. Louis last night and 
had Assistant District Attorney Hall 
issue an information charging him-with 
carrying explosives on a passenger train 
which is a violation of the interstate 
laws. Thies was done sa he could be 
held for further investigation.

Fryer has a claim pending against 
an ingurancé y for $8000 which, 
he says, represen a loss on a con- 
signment of shoes which was in the 
Biddle street depot of the Big Four 
Raflroad when the structure was 
burned to the ground July 27, 1913. The 
authorities say the depot was fired by 
incendaries, The insuran company 
‘contends cheaper shoes were substi- 
tuted for the anes bought.

~AREULS. CITIZENS 


| WASHINGTOM, Oct. 15.—Considerable 
concern was manifested at the State 
Department today over the status of 
American citizens, both natives 2nd 
naturalized, who were caught in belliger- 
ent countries at the start of the Euro- 
pean war and drafted for military serv- 
ice because they or their fathers wer. 
born subjects of such countries. 

The drafting has occurred in countries 
with which the United States has no 
nuturalization treaties and has called 
forth the following warning to foreign- 
born elements in the United States 
against visits to Europe at this time: 

“The Department of State has been 
informed that persons born in this coun- 
try of Italian parents, when they re- 
turn to Italy, are held for military 
service in that country. Although such 
persons are born American citizens un- 
der the laws of this country, they are 
also born Italian subjects under Italian 
law, thus having a dual nationality. For 
this reason the Italian Government 
claims their services for the Italian 
army when such persons are found in 
Italy. 


“The department is also informed of 
numerous cases where Italian who have 
been naturalized as citizens of the 
United States and have. subsequently 
gone to Italy, have been held in that 
‘country for military service. There is 


‘7 no treaty of naturalization between the 


United States and Italy, and under Ital- 
ian law the naturalization of an Italian 
subject as a citizen or subject of anoth- 
er:country does not relieve him from 
the liability of the performance of mili- 
tary’ service in Italy. 


“The department has found itself em* 
barrassed in protesting to the various 
governments by the fact that the Unitea 
States has adhered to the doctrine that 
the child born to American parents in 
a foreign country is an American citi- 
zen, unless he voluntarily relinquishes 
that citizenship. The position of Italy 
France and many other countries is 
‘that when a’ citizen leaves the father- 
land without rendering the military 
service, not only he, but his male chil- 
dren are subject to arrest for militia 
duty upon their return to the father- 
land. So far, it is said, the efforts of 
the State Department to obtain the re- 
lease of such persons have proved un- 
availing, although they are being con- 
tinued.”’

IN FIGHT FIASCO 


Prosecutor Finds No Case 
Against Jack Dillon, His 
Manager and Money Holder. 


PASSED NIGHT IN CELL 


Coliseum Club Has Attached 
$750 Given to Boxer Before 
He Met Brown. 


Acting in the capacity of official ref- 
eree, Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 
Spencer this afternoon rendered a deci- 


sion against officials of the Coliseum 
Athletic Association in their fight to 
have Jack Dillon, middleweight prize- 
fighter; Samuel Murbarger, his manager, 
and Robert Stolkin, his trainer, prose- 
cuted on a charge of obtaining money 
under false pretenses by faking a fight 
at the Coliseum last night. 

Following Spencer's refusal to issue 
warrants, Stolkin and Murbarger were 
released after spending the night in a 
police holdover cell. An hour before this 
Dillon had been released on a $1000 coin- 
mon law bond signed by Sam Weisman. 

Complaint was made by H. W. Lani- 
gan, matchmaker for the Coliseum Ath- 
letic Club, that Dillon and George 
(Knockout) Brown, who were scheduled 
to fight eight rounds for the entertain- 
ment of the club members violated their 
agreement by putting up a contest which 
would have gained the hearty approval 
of The Hague convention. 

For four rounds, in the presence of 
more than 2000 spectators, Dillon and 
Brown followed each other about the 
ring. At times it seemed they were ac- 
tually about to come to blows. 

Spectators who had gone there to see 
a “scientific boxing contest’’ and not an 
exhibition of tactical retreating made 
sarcastic remarks from the side lines. 
There was hooting and hissing as the 
alleged fight progressed and finally Ed- 
die Randall, the referee, jumped from 
the ring and declared it no contest. 

Return of Purse Sought. 

Paul Dillon, attorney for the club, 
called policemen and demanded the ar- 
rest of Dillon and Murbarger. No com- 
rlaint was made against Brown, as he 
had not collected his portion of th2 
purse from the club. 

While Dillon and Murbarger were be- 
ing taken to the Laclede avenue station 
there was a wild scramble on the part 
of club officials to get back the $750 
which had been paid in advance to Mur- 
barger as Dillon’s end of the purse. 

The money had been paid to Mar. 
burger at the ringside and he had hand- 
ed it to Stolkin, who hurried to the Jef- 
ferson Hotel to prepare for the Dillon 
party’s departure on a midnight train. 

Lanigan and Attorney Dillon made a 
quick automobile trip to the Jefferson 
Hotel, where they ca ised Stolkin’s ar- 
rest. After being taken in custody, 
Stolkin handed the $750 to a clerk at the 
hotel. Attorney Dillon warned the clerk 
not to give the money to anyone until 
the courts had decided its ownership. 

Attorney Dillon filed an attachment 
suit in the Cireuit Court thig morning 
for the Coliseum Athletic Association 
to recover the money paid to Pugilist

Firat Case of Kind.

Officials of the club said they would 
go before Circuit Attorney Harvey today 
and demand warrants.

wiped out. Under the law the Court 
may impose sentence of from one to l4 
years’ imprisonment. 

Davis and his wife, Ida Cross Davis, 
heard the verdict read in court with- 
out the slightest show of emotion. A 
motion for a new trial was made im- 
mediately by former Judge Thomas 
Ferns of Springfield, chief of Davis’ 
counsel, and Circuit Judge F. W. Bur- 
ton fixed Nov. 21 for arguments on the 
motion. 

‘ Another Indictment Pending. 

Another indictment pending alleges 
embezzlement of a note for $1500 given 
to Cross by Mrs. Laura Higgins of Jack- 
sonville, Il. 

State's Attorney W. J. Chapman, who 
conducted the prosecution, today said 
he did not know what items were in- 
cluded: in the $49,960 of which the jurors 
convicted Davis of embezzling. 

In the course of the trial Davis failed 
to account for a $49,960 check which he 
said was given to him by the St. Louis 
Fire Insurance Co., of which he was 
president,“ in exchange for $55,500 of 
bonds of the A., J. & P. Railway. Davis 
sald the transaction was simply a mat- 
ter of bookkeeping, but he failed to 
gshow that the A., J. & P. was compen- 
gated for the $55,500 of bonds transferred 
to the Fire Insurance company. There 
ie a discrepancy of $10 between the 
amount named in the jury verdict and 
the amount Davis received in the bond 


vytransaction. 


Mrs. Cross Chief Witness. 

When friends notified Davis’ mother- 
in-law, Mrs. Annie Barr Cross, chief 
witness against Davis, that her daugh- 
ter’s husband had been convicted, she 
said: “Well, maybe it is for the best, 
but I do not want to discuss it any 
more.”’ 

Mrs. Cross was the chief witness for 
the State against the defendant. She 
testified that she gave power of attor- 
ney to her son-in-law eight days after 
the death of her husband, in 1910, and 


“ever understood what he was doing in 


‘managing the estate left by her hus- 
band. She said Davis made occasional 
Oral reports to her which she did not 
comprehend, and, in 1912, when he re- 
moved to Denver for his health, she did 
not know what the value of her property 
was.

AN EPIDEMIC Ut 
SUARLET FEVER 


Health Officers Threaten to Use 
Armed Guards if Quaran- 
tine Is Violated. 


An epidemie of scarlet fever in Val- 
ley Park led yesterday to a conference 
of Dr. Marc Ray Hughes, a member of 
the State Board of Health, and Dr. G. C, 
Eggers, Health Commissioner of St. 
Louis County. They agreed that if 
quarantine regulations, which they said 
had been violated, were not observed, 
they would place guards with shotguns 
at quarantined houses. 

They ordered the closing of the Val- 
ley Park public school for 30 days and 
instructed proprietors of moving picture 
theaters to admit only adults under pen- 
alty of having their places closed. 

Dr. Eggers said today that there were 
from 15 to 20 cases of scarlet fever in 
Valley Park, and that within the last 
three months there have been more than 
f' cases. 


The disease is in a mild form, he said. 


1: and there have been no deaths. 


Dr. Eggers said the physicians of Val- 
ley Park had agreed to investigate all 
cases of sickness among children, even 
if no doctor was called, and to quaran- 
tine all scarlet fever patients. 

Dr. 8S. L. Inman of Valley Park re- 
rorted to Dr. Eggers that there is a 
religious sect in the town which does 
not believe in the use of medicine, and 
(hat there had been several cases of the 
fever among children of families of this 
sect. 


PANAMA CANAL IS 
BLOCKED BY SLIDE 
AT CULEBRA GU 
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Several Vessels Detained 
Earth Falls Into Channel 
From Gold Hill. 


PANAMA, Oct. 15.—A serious landslide 

the Culebra cut at a late hour last 
night stopped al] traffic through the 
Panama Canal. Several ships in the 
canal have been unable to complete their 
passage. 

The official investigation disclosed that 
the west side of the canal had not been 
affected. There was no slide at Con- 
tractor’s Hill. The trouble occurred on 
the east side of the canal, north of Gold 
Hill. A large mass of trap rock, mixed 
with loose earth sloughed into the chan- 
nel. There was no disturbance at Cu-

Expert Makes Plea for Greater 
Efficiency at Dry Farming 
Congress. 

WICHITA, Kan., Oct. 1.—A plea for 
more efficiency in the business of farme- 
ing was made in an address before the 
International Dry Farming Congress 
here today by Thomas Cooper, director 
of the South Dakota Experiment Sta- 

tion. 

“Estimates indicate that the average 
farmer in this country receives 4 to &% 
cents from each dollar expended by the 
consumer,” he said, “while farmers in 
most European countries receive @ to @& 
cents. 

“In an investigation of groups of farms 
located in townships in Indiana, Dlinots 
and Iowa, it was found that one farmer 
out of every 22 received a labor Income 
of more than $2000 a year; one of every 
three paid for the privilege of working;

est on their investment, they lost

| Why Tax Idfe Insurance? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The article appearing in your paper of last 
night concerning the income from insuranve tax- 
ation in the State of Kansas and also the expenses 
of conducting the Insurance department of that 
State is one that should be given greater public- 
ity in order to bring to the attention of the great 
public of this country the great injustice that is 
the burden of the insuring public. It is a signifi- 
cont fact that while the entire expenses of con- 
ducting the insurance department was about $12,- 
000, the taxes paid by policyholders was over 
$225,000—over 25 times as much. 

Now let's analyze the situation. What is an 
insurance contract—I am speaking now more par- 
ticularly of life insurance, since this-is the branch 
of insurance that bears the greatest burden of 
taxation? It is an agreement between individuals 
whereby they agree to take care of the ‘epend- 
ents of each other in the event of the premature 
death by any other insured member. Or It is an 
‘agreement between individuals whereby they 
agree to take care of their own dependcnts in- 
stead of leaving to the State the certainty <f hav- 
ing to take care of them of necessity. 

In plain words, life insurance is organized 
beneficence. 

And yet because certain people—some 25,000,000 
in all—now propose by a scientific method to take 
care of their dependents, the State sees [it to 
tax them, in effect because they relieve the Siats 
of this necessity. 

In effect every time a man pays $100 life tnsur- 
ance premiums, the State takes $2.20 of it—in 
other words, in life insurance the insured never 
receives any value in insurance for this $2.50. To 
turn this around another way. If this inx were 
not on Hfe insurance, policyholders would have 
received in death claims last year $1070 for each 
$1000 claim—or the aggregate relief to widows 
and orphans would have totaled over $28,090,009. 

Fraternal life insurance—benefit sacieties, etc.— 
are not taxed tn this manner. Why should legal 
reserve life insurance be? Isn’t it because the 
insuring public does not realise that the roservos 
of life insurance companies are nothing more than 
the difference between certainty and insecurity? 
Ultimately there is no difference in cost between 
assessment insurance and legal reserve.

“MADE-IN-AMERICA” MOVEMENT. | 
The movement to confine American purchases 
to goods with a.“‘Made-in-America” Jabel has sen- 
timental and patriotic appeal. It can strengthen 
our economic position in some directions. Prop- 
erly directed it might assist in giving us our pro- 
portionate share of the ocean-carrying trade. 

If we have enormous industries which may be 
crippled by lack of certain foreign materials, for 
instance, dyestuffs, which can be produced as 
easily here as abroad, it will be wise to render 
those industries independent of foreign vicissitudes 
affecting those materials. 

But the movement should not be pressed to an 
irrational extreme and it will have results of value 
} according as it is conducted in the light of certain 
| obvious facts in political economy. Countries dif- 
|fer from one another in natural resources and in 
the extent to which specialized industrial evolu- 
tion has progressed. As long as these differences 
exist, some countries will be able to produte cer- 
tain articles of better quality and at cheaper 
prices than other countries. 

In trade between nations few articles are sold 
for actual money. One country swaps the articles 
it has an advantage in producing for the articles 
which some other country has an advantage in 
producing. International commerce is essentially 
an exchange of commodities. It is desirable that 
the number of different articles we have to ex- 
change shall be increased, provided specialized fa- 
cilities for producing them do not involve too 
But it is hardly les8 desirable 
that other countries shall also have more articles 
to exchange, that we may swap for them, under 
highly lucrative arrangements, certain articleg in 
which we shall for many years to come have a 
surplus. 

As compared with most countries, America has 
remarkable advantages in the abundance and di- 
versity of its raw materials and the commodities 
of high grade that may be manufactured from 
them at cheap cost of production. We want to 
keep on selling our surplus of these things. As 
long as international commerce rests so largely 
on a basis of exchange, we cannot do this, unless 
we swap them with other nations for things for 
which we can find profitable use. 

A too strict adherence to a ““Made-in-America” 
idea might render us poorer instead of richer. 
By leaving an unwieldy surplus of our great dis- 
tinctive American products on our hands, it might 
make us less independent instead of more inde- 
pendent... The cotton situation at this moment 
illustrates that point. The difference between 
8-cent cotton and 14-cent cotton would buy enor- 
mous quantities of those miscellaneous minor 
articles of foreign make which we are urged to 
buy only with “Made-in-America” labels attached. 
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‘‘SAPETY FIRST.’’ 

The reduction of deaths from accidents of 50 
per cent within six years is a valuable result of 
the “safety first’ movement. Most of the rail- 
roads and the larger corporations are co-operat- 
ing in the work, but there is yet a large field to 
be covered. More than 750,000 employes, accord- 
ing to the Secretary of the National Council of 
Industrial Safety are still working under old, 
careless methods. 

Conservation of human life and limb is con- 
servation of the most humane and profitable kind. 
The “safety first’’ movement should embrace 
every form of human activity. It pays. 
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THE RESOURCEFUL REPORTER. 

Humiliated Antwerp is to be congratulated that, 
when it was captured, it had an American news- 
paper reporter on the job. Newspapers themselves 
usually have very little to say about newspaper 
reporters, because the papers have come to take 
them for granted, just as any cog in a machine 
is taken for granted. Yet the boast may be par- 
doned if we venture to remark that the soldier, 
sworn to die for duty if need be, has no advantage 
in courage or coolness or decision over the col- 
lector of news as we know him in the United 
States. 

Upon calling at the consulate in the inorn- 
ing, I found that Consul-General Diederich and 
Vice-Consul Sherman had departed two ways 
before for parts unknown. As there were a 
large number of frightened people clamor'ng 
for reassurance and protection and as there 
was no one else to look after them, I opened 
the consulate and assumed charge. 

. These are the brief words of E. Alexander 
Powell, war correspondent for the Post-Dispatch 
and the New York World, who was in Antwerp 
when it fell. Nothing in his recital, not even 
the account of how he pulled a pistol and com- 
pelled a frightened boat crew to take him into the 
stricken city, contains a more superb tribute to 
the sturdy independence and resourcefulness of the 
American reporter. When a state collapses, if he 
happens to be around, he coolly takes charge, 
just as he would in St. Louis if a crowd swarmed 
about a man who had fainted upon Broadway and 
no policeman was in sight. 
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A VICT@RY FOR HUMANITY. 

In deciding against corporal punishment in the 

public schools, except with the consent of parents, 
the Board of Education, at the instance of the 
Humane Society, places St. Louis schools in line 
with the most advanced in other cities. Years 
ago the Post-Dispatch protested against the use 
of the whip in the schools as unnecessary and 
brutalizing in its influence both on teacher and 
child. 
It is a victory for humanity, especially desir- 
able at this time when brute force seems to have 
achieved a renascence, at least in the Old World. 
The whip having been abolished in most state 
prisons and apologized for where it is retained, 
there is no excuse for its use in dealing with the 
child. 
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HELP FOR UNEMPLOYED. : 
The Department of Public Welfare has done 


well in introducing a bill to provide for the Mu- 
nicipal Lodging House during the coming winter, 
with an appropriation of $4500; and making the 
superintendent of the institution a free employ- 
ment agent, to work in conjunction with the State 
Free Employment Bureau. 

The large number of letters from men out of 
work received by the Post-Dispatch is an indica- 
tion that unusual conditions exist. These letters 
come by every mail. Most of the writers assert 
that they have advertised repeatedly and made 
every effort to secure work, without success. 

It is a condition not peculiar to St. Louis. In 
most Bastern cities the problem is even more

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PAREWAY AND HOTEL. 
The statement of August A. Busch that he will 


seek for his hotel a site other. than the Parkway 
block, which he has agreed to release to the city, 
offers the expectation that St. Louis will get both 
an unobstructed parkway and a beautiful monu- 
mental hotel contiguous to it. 

The building of a hotel of the highest class in 
architecture and equipment is more than an in- 
vestment—it is a public service. It supplies a 
public need and adds greatly to the attractions of 
a city. A hotel of the standard planned by Mr. 
Busch would be a great addition to St. Louis. It 
ls particularly desirable as an adjunct to the 
Parkway and an example of the kind of building 
that should surround it. 

In co-operating with public officials in the 
work of beautifying St. Louis by subordinating 
his interests and plans to the public welfare, Mr. 
Busch has demonstrated exemplary public spirit. 
If he adde to this the addition of a fine hotel, his 
service will be notable. Certainly St. Louisans 
should co-operate with him to this end. 

The Parkway plans having been definitely de- 
termined and all cbstacles cleared away, the im- 
portant thing now is to put the project through. 
There should be united effort to assure this first 
great step towards that new and beautiful St. 
Louis which the new charter makes possible. Let 
us begin work on the Parkway.

SENATOR REED’S DEFENSE. 

Senator Reed at the City Club gave an inter- 
esting talk on the enlargement of the sphere of 
government service for the benefit of the people. 
Incidentally he defended his critical attitude to- 
ward administration measures which occasionally 
developed into denunciatory opposition. 

If it is true that Senator Reed in the end con- 
tributed to the improvement of the Banking and 
Currency act and that his protest against certain 
amendments weakening the Clayton bill were 
justified, these saving points do not justify 
all of his opposition—his habit of opposition. 

The people want a senator to be independent, 


work and yield something of personal opinion to 
obtain results. If every member of Congress in- 
sisted on his own will at all points nothing would 
be accomplished. 

Nevertheless it is gratifying to learn that the 
Senator realizes the value of what has been done 
by concession and co-operation. 
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THE PRIZE TARIFF ABGUMENT. 

A war tax supplementing revenues by approx!i- 
mately $105,000,000 is about to be passed. Of all 
fat-witted views developed by interminable tariff 
discussion in the past, none has evidenced mental 
deficiencies as plainly as the view that this war 
tax has been made inevitable by embarrassments 
due to the passage of the Underwood tariff re- 
vision. 

Such temporary embarrassments as exist are 
caused, not by the rate of tariff taxation, but by 
a decrease in the amount of available property— 
that is, imports of foreign goods—on which the 
tax is levied. When the Payne-Aldrich law was 
in effect, an average of $26,750,000 a month was 
collected at the custom houses. But with the 
Underwood bill in effect only about $23,000,000 a 
month was collected up to the time thé war broke 
out. 

That there would be at least this difference was 
known in advance and the lessened receipts from 
the tariff were made up by other and more equi- 
table forms of taxation. The $5000 exemption on 
corporations was repealed and an income tax 
levied on individuals. 

The falling off in imports due to the war would 

have been exactly the same under the Payne- 
Aldrich law as under the new law. But with the 
Payne-Aldrich law in effect the Government would 
have been the more dependent on tariff receipts 
than now by an amount approximating $3,750,000 
a month and its embarrassments caused by the 
decline in property passing through the custom 
houses would have been proportionately greater. 
It would have been necessary to raise $145,000,000 
or $150,000,000 by extraordinary war tax measures 
instead of $105,000,000. 
While this fact has been pointed out before, 
average intelligence does not need that it should 
be pointed out. That the more other forms of 
taxation are substituted for tariff taxation, the 
less would be a treasury deficit due to an embargo 
on imports, ought to be perfectly apparent. If 
we collected no tariff taxes at all, the effect on 
revenue of a total suspension of imports would 
be nil. 


A NEW FIELD FOB AOTIVE YOUTHS. 
It seems certain the merchants and manufac- 
turers of the United States will enlarge their trade 
relations with South American peoples, in conse- 
quence of the withdrawal of European traders 
from those markets during the war. 
This opens a field of opportunitié& for young 
Americans equipped with knowledge of the Span- 
ish and Portuguese languages, trained for trade 
and game for adventuring in distant places. 
The high school authorities in the chief Amer- 
ican cities may well take cognizance of this new 
situation.

THE READER’S WAR GUIDE. 


It is Becoming more apparent all the 
time that this is more of a chemists’ 
war than anything elee. They almost 
blew the paper up on yesterday, and 
the later editions looked a good deal 
like the last days of Pompeii. The 
Weather Bird says thie is the reason 
why so many people are inclining to 
the theory that the Germans will win. 
They havé more chemists than all the 
other nations of Europe combined, and 
a German ammunition wagon looks 
very much like a flreworks store a few 
days prior to the Fourth of July. The 
difference between the German and the 
French methods of waging wear is il- 
lustrated by what the aviators of these 
two countries cast out of aeroplanes.

The Germans, upon the other hand, 
drop bombs, and whérever one of them 
strikes it explodes with tremendous 
force, dealing death and déstruction. A 
bomb dropped on Antwerp ruined the 
walle of every building within a block. 
A projectile hurled Into one of the forts 
of Liege by a German siege gun eéx- 
ploded with terrible violence, killing 125 
mén. One torpedo for each accounted 
for three British cruisers sunk by a 
German submarine. The Germans 
neither shdéot over the earth nor cast 
upon it anything that does not go off 
when ft hits. They are first In ex- 
plosives. Their mines have on one oc- 
Casion at least blown one of the enemy's 
ships into bits. Their biggest guns shoot 
% miles one way and blow whatever 
they hit another ™. Hit any German's 
ammunition bag with a clubbed rifle 
and you change the topography of the 
immediate locality. The Germans do n>t 
cross mountains. They move them. 
They Blow rivers out of their banks, 
and hills into hollows. The best chem- 
iste on earth, they know more violent 
formulas for blowing the enemy up 
than al) other nations combined. They 
make a Chinese fireworks display look 
like a funeral. Anybody with half an 
eye can read our second page, where 
the German chemists are stationed, at 
night. The war will not be won by the 
side with the biggest army. It will be 
won by the side with the most labors- 
tertes.

7. The Kaiser must report to the Czar 
once @ year and give a good account of 
himself. 

& All Russian exports must be admit- 
ted free to Germany forever without any 
come-back. 

9. The German language must be sup- 
pressed, and Russian substituted. 

10. The different units of the German 
army must become maennerchors. 


TOBACCO AS A MISSISSIPFI CROP. 
From the Meridian (Miss.) Dispatch. 

That there are great possibilities in 
tobacco as @ money crop for Mississippi 
farmers to replace cotton, in a measure, 
has been amply demonstrated by farm- 
ers of the section immediately surround- 
ink Pachuta, who, a day or so age, 
shipped the first full car load to the 
markets of the Fast. This is the first 
vear that the groving of tobacco hay‘ 
been undertaken itpen anything like a 
commercial scale, but the results have 
exceeded expectations. Tobacco is «a 
quick crop, maturing in time for the 
planting of fall forage, and it is spot 
cash as soon as cured. About 100 
pounds may be growm upon an acre 
and this will bring anywhere from iI? 
to % cents per pound after curing 
Shipments from Pachuta some time 
since brought 10 cents ave®age. includ- 
ing the lower leaves, which are of in- 
ferior quality. and the farmers of that 
vicinity are aesured of much higher 
prices when they tecome more expert. 
enced in growing the wood and are 
better prepared te cure it scientically. 
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DEARTH OF COUNTRY DOCTORS. 
From the Churchman. 

In the country districts there seems to 
be likelihood of a coming famine of phy- 
sicilans. The dean of one medical college 
in Philadelphia is reported as saying: “I 
have requests from some rural commu- 
nity to send a young doctor, but the 
young doctors will not go. In the last 
10 years, owing to the advancement of 
requirement in medical education, there 
has been a decline in the number of 


‘medical students of nearly 13,000 in round 


numbers. Ten years ago there were 165 
medical colleges. Now there are fewer 
than one hundred, with an annual at- 
tendance of 16,000 students. The country 
suffered from overproduction. Courses 
in medicine were cheap and made com- 
paratively simple demands on intellec- 
tual and scientific qualifications. But it 
must be remembered that @ good many 
of these graduates never practiced medi- 
eine at all after graduation. Today there 
are few colleges, but they are better, 
and there can be no question that the 
percentage of failure among practi- 
tioners is far smaller than ft used to be, 
There is no lack of medical attendance 
in cities and towns. Most of them, in- 
deed, are over-supplied. The rural dis- 
tricts themselves are declining in popu- 
lation and with the advent of the auto- 
mobile and the telephone the place of 
the country doctor can easily be taken 
by town practitioner. Rural patients can 
be reached much quicker under the new 
methods of locomotion by town doctors 
than by the old-fashioned country doc- 
tor who rode a horse or drove a buggy. 


CHEAPER SALT MACKEREL. 
From the Cleveland Plain Dealer. 

Here’s comfort for the housewife. 
Quite regardless of the opportunities 
offered by the war, the price. of salt 
mackerel has declined to soar. Instead, 
it has rapidly fallen. 

The cause has nothing to do with the 
war. It is merely a happy chance which 
brings down the cost of this homely 
staple at this time. 

There is a mackerel war, but ft has 
no connection with the “war of the nine 
nations."" The combatants are the Nor- 
wegian fishermen and the American im- 
porters. The Norwegians demanded 
American financing for their shipments 
and the Americans ignored the ulti- 
matum. The Norwegtans thereupon de¢- 
clared war. They started to ship their 
briny goods in their own ships, and im- 
mediately lowered the price to the con- 
sumer. The Americans immediately hus- 
tled around for mackerel from other 
sources, and cut below the Norwegians. 
The slashing duel ts still in progress. 

About 50,000 barrels of salt mackere! 
are used by Americans annually. For 
the immediate future there ought to be 
an increased demand. Salt mackerel is 
not a delicacy, but it is nourishing and 
not inimical to health. It is worth try- 
ing, at least, In these days oof food un- 
certanty.

Muensterberg. professor of psychology 
in Harvard University, last night said 
he had offered his resignation to Presi- 
dent Lowell. This action is the result 
of @ letter sent by Maj. Clarence Wie- 
ner of London to the overseers of the 
university, to the effect that he would 
changé @ will by which Harvard would 

. pecelvé $10,000,000 unless Professor 
* Muenstérberg was dismissed from the 
faculty. 

“Unwarranted pro-German utter- 
aneés,” by the famous psychologist in 
connection with the war were given by 
Maj. Wiener as the reason for his atti- 
tude. “I sent my resignation to Presl- 
dént Lowell, so that there might be no 
embarrassment in the matter,” said the 
professor. 

The Harvard corporation is expected 
to take up Maj. Wiener’s letter and 
Prof. Muensterberg’s resignation next 
week. 

Maj. Wiener, a member of the class 
of 1900 at Harvard, is proprietor of the 
Wiener News Agency in the Strand, 
London. He was born in Philadelphia 
in 1878. He attended Harvard one year, 
going to Cuba in 1897. During the next 
year he was on the staff of Gen. Fred- 
erick D. Grant, in Porto Rico. In 1899 
he went to South Africa as a war cor- 
respondent. Subsequently he organized 
‘a band of scouts. He was eight times 
wounded in South Africa. Maj. Wiener 
has been reputed to be immensely 
wealthy.

Russian Rams Austrian Machine 
and His Spine Is Broken 
When Propeller Hifs Him. 


DIRECTS FIRING BY RUSE 


Austrian Feigns Injury on Battle- 
field and Uses Secret Tele- 
phone to Aid Artillery. 


Special Correspondence of the Post- 
Dispatch. 
PETROGRAD, Sept. 15—A 
wooden cross marks the spot in Galicia 
where Nesteroff, the celebrated Russian 


aviator, fell from his aeroplane after 
winning a duel with an Austrian flying 
machine. 

Nesteroff sacrificed his life on Aug. 26. 
The day before three Austrian aircraft 
had dropped bombs. When they re- 
appeared on the 26th Nesteroff flew to a 
height of about 2000 meters. As one of 
the Austrian machines approached Nes- 


rough 


|teroff descended in a spiral line, striking 


the Austrian aeroplane a glancing blow 
s0 that it dropped to earth like a stone. 

For a minute or two Nesteroff’s ma- 
chine appeared to be uninjured for it 
continued to move along smoothly. Then 
it seemed to have received a violent 
shock, it lurched unnaturally and fell 
headlong. 

Nesteroff was spilled from his seat 
and struck the earth before his machine 
did. His body was picked up in a swamp 
a short distance from where the bodies 
Or two dead aviators of the Austrian air- 
craft were found. 

Blow Broke His Spine. 

Nesteroff had carried out his plan, 
though sacrificing his life to do so. 
By pushing the Austrian aeroplane with 
the bow of his apparatus he had cause: 
it to fall to earth. He had intended t» 
glide over the damaged aeroplane and 
then land smoothly. That this wag pos- 
sible was proved by the fact that his 
aeroplane continued the flight in a spiral 
line according to the direction given it 

But when Nesteroff’s apparatus flew 
above the enemy’s aeroplane the chassis 
of his aeroplane caught by the 
propeller of the Austrian machine and 
a violent shock ensued, giving Nesteroff 
a blow on the back -whieh- broke his 
spine. Death was instantaneous. The 
apparatus continued to fly for a short 
time in obedience to the _ direction 
given it. 

Near the enemy’s aeroplane were 
found some Austrian bombs, plunge’ 
deeply into the swampy ground. 

On the spot of the disaster where the 
cross Was raised a service was held for 
the soul of the brave

Nesteroff was the first Russian iv 
attempt the looping of the loop in the 
air with success. He left a wife, a lit- 
tle girl of 5 and a boy of 3. He was 
only 27 years old. 

Austrian Officer’s Ruse. 

How an Austrian army officer by ly- 
ing on the battlefield and pretending ft 
be badly wounded operated a telephone 
and furnished details of the Russian 
army’s approach ts told of by the com- 
mander of a Russian company brought 
here for hospital treatment. The inci- 
dent occurred during a battle near 
Djiukovistchi on the Russo-Austrian 
frontier. 

The Russians, in the face of persistent 
machine gun fire, had pushed the Aus- 
trians back for a great distance and 
finally came within 150 paces of then”. 
The subsequent sharp shooting of the 
Czar’s men was so effective that the 
Austrians fled helter-skelter. In the 
distance could be seen the rear lines 
of the Austrians ¢etreating. The Rus- 
sians gave chase. 

“In passing over a field,”’ said the 
wounded Russian officer, in describing 
the telephone incident, ‘“‘we noticed a 
wounded Austrian officer of artillery. 
His leg was bandaged and he was 
groaning as though in great pain. With- 
out paying any attention to him, we 
pressed on at a run. Suddenly a can- 
non shot exploded near us, then a sec- 
ond and a third. The company ran 
down a ravine and lay low. A minute 
later the shots began to fall around us.

Consul Says They Will Protect } 
Possessions in Event of War 
With Germany. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 15.—Twoexpedition- 
ary forces of Portuguese troops, for one 
of which English fransports were used, 
sailed from Lisbon Sept. 10‘to reinforee 
garrisons in Portuguese possessions in 
Africa which adjoin those of Germany. 
This was made known today by C. Ran- 
gel de Sampaio, Portuguese Consul-Gen- 
eral at New York, and is the first news 
to reach this country of any actual mill- 
tary preparations by Portugal for the 
eventuality of that countrys participa- 
tion In the war. . 

Sampaio said he had received no offi- 
clal confirmation of the reports that 
Portugal had declared war against Ger- 
many “in conformity with its alliance 
with England,”” but that he would not 
be surprised to so hear at any moment. 

Portugal has an army of eight corps 
in active service, be said, but with the 
calling out of its first and second re- 
serves would bé able to put 500,000 mén 
in the field. There had: been as yet no 
éall for the reserves in this country, he 
added, but many Of his fellow country- 
men here had volunteered and returned 
homé with the expectation of fighting. 

One of the expeditionary forces—about 
5000. men, commanded by Col. Rossades, 
a veteran in warfare against African 
tribes—had sailed, he said, for Angola 
(Portuguese Congo); the other—6000, 
commanded by Col. 

zambique, Portuguese East “Africa. An- 
gzola is bounded on the south by German 
Damara Land. Portuguese East Africa 
is bounded on the north by German 
Kast Africa. 

“These forces were sent to protect our 
colonies tn the event 6f war with Ger- 
many,’ said the Consul.

NEW YORK, Oct. 15.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted ° financial. ré- 
view today, says: 

“Whether reflecting the war develop- 
ments or for other reasons, the finan- 
cial markets which were open moved 
once more hesitatingly and uncertainly 
today. The advande of \4 cent in for- 
eign exchange brought that market to 
the highest level of the present month, 
and a full cent above this week's open- 
ing price. New York City’s new bonds 
were a trifle easier, and there were 
moderate concessione in other securities 
which were privately dealt in. 

“There was in ali this no sign of un- 
reaction or of . decided 
change in sentiment, but it marked an 
attitude of @ome réserve. Meantime the 
wheat market continued under the in- 
fluence of the heavy foreign buying or- 
ders, which were resumed at the open- 
ing of the week. 

“The Bahk of England's weekly re- 
port continued the remarkable showing 
of gold accumulation. During the past 
week its holdings have-increased $12,- 
800, The figures given in the state- 
ment exceeds the figure of Aug. 7 by 
$158,000,000; that of a year ago this week 
by 16,000,000, and the maximum on. rec- 
ord, up to a ‘month ago, by $50,500,000. [n 
addition, $4,990,000 was reported by cabl- 
as taken into the bank today. 

“While the reserve is heavily in- 
creased, loans of the banks have been 
reduced this week $20,800,000; they are 
now $60,500,000 below the season’s high 
record, reached on Sept. 3, but are still 
$7217,000,000 above Aug. 7.. It will be in- 
teresting to see how these loans are at- 
fected, when the English moratoriu” 
‘expires, three weeks from now. 

“The ratio of reserve to deposit li: 
bilities at the bank stood at 26% I 
cent today—very mucl the highest per 
centage since the war broke out, but

54% pér Cent of a Year ago. 
Money Market Easier. 

“Although the banks have made 
loans'on call for 6 per cent to their 
own customers, they have up to to- 
day exactéd the 8 per cent rate from 
brokers with whom they did not reg- 
ularly aa business. For that reason, 
the really significant event of the 
day in the money market was the 
action of certain banks in reducing 
rates for such loans. to 7 per cent, as 
against 8 per cent established last 
August and maintained since then. 

“Considerable amounts were loaned 
at the new level, and ft. was evident 
that more would be offered at those 
terms by other banks if it was found 
that the demand justified it. This is 
the firet oecasion since the recent 
diaturbange that there has been any 
Loo yee reduction — ‘in Wall street 
oans 

“The mone market generally was 
easiér; the indications were, however, 
that the banks would not make large 
offerings of time money below the 6 
per cent quotation. 

“The market indicated that some 
interior banks were trying to ‘lend 
here at 7 per cent. Most of the money 
offered, however, was by the banks 
of this city. There was a slightly 
easier tone to the market for New 

York City notes, but the decline was 
not more than point for all the 
three issues. It was explained in part 
by the fact that some of the syndi- 
cate members were selling their notes 
as they have done before, after a call 
for a payment on the subscriptions 
had been sent out. 

“The demand for exchange with 
which t6 remit for the fourth instal- 
ment on the New York City loan 
operation. may have been one of the 
causes for the strong tone in the for- 
eign exchange market. 

“Sight drafts on London advanced % 
cent to 4.97%, while cable remittances 
were also \ cent up at 4.98%. There was 
a broad demand for osemengs from other 
quarters, but the markét later reacted 
partially, under the influence of consid- 
erable offerings of bills. There was also 
an increased eupp ply of exchange on 
Paria and on Berlin, though dealings 
were not heavy. 

“The gold fund committee received 
some large remittances from  out-of- 
town subscribers to the $100,000,000 pool, 
and the indications were that most of 
the in®&taliments due from interior banks 
would be remitted within afew days. 

Canada Takes Gold.

,100,000 was taken for that destination. 

he chances seemed to be that a good 
deal more gold-will ‘be sent in the near 
future, unless exchange market condi- 
tions improves in the meantime. 

“Some large remittances must be 
made before the end of the month, in 
connection with engagements which 
have to be financed by industrial and 
railroad corporations. It is possible 
that the scope of the tradihg by the 
gold pool will be enlarged, now that the 
out-of-town banks have begun to pay 
in their subscriptions to the fund. 

*‘Munictpal bonds were in fair demand, 
and the city of Springfield sold a mod- 
erate issue of na -term bonds to bank- 
ers. There are othef loans of this char- 
acter which will oe offered.in the near 
future, if the bankers succeed in get- 
ting .support from the'insurance com- 
peemes and the savings banks. Private 
uyers were also in the market, but the 
ebsorption was only moderate, although 
it showed some improvement over what 
has previously been seen.
